Nine members of our class worked 
at the Natick Army Laboratories via the Science Seminar Program. 
And 511 members of the Class of 1969 unanimously decided to 
remove the Prom from the cluttered cafeteria. 

On April 5, 1968, 32 Juniors were inducted into the National 
Honor Society. It was a solemn ceremony appropriate for the 
solemn mood of the times. Martin Luther King had been assassi¬ 
nated the day before in Memphis, Tennessee. The Reverend Dr. 
King, the leader of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference, 
and leader of his people, is very much a part of the History of the 
. Class of 1969, because of his effect on each one of us. His dream 
can become our dream. 

Seriously, then, we turned to the matter of electing Senior class 
officers and chose to lead the Class of 1969 Jim Ray, Nancy Martin, 
Weezie Boyle, and Wendy Richard.

Other 
Seniors to be selected were Ken Gross, Blair Harden. Louis Schorr, 
and Dave W inters. Again, Stilly Sprague was selected for the Ail- 
State Band for his Junior and Senior years. Ken Gross joined him 
this past year. An addition to these talented artists is Dara Roberts 
who sang in the Northeast District Chorus. 

In art, gold keys were won in 1967 by Jeni Collier and Colleen 
Morris, in 1968 by Irene Howard, and in 1969 by Chris Kobbs and 
Fred Martins. 

N ot to be outdone by the aforementioned award-winning artists 
was the Goal Post Committee with its surprising masterpiece 
which boosted Natick’s spirits somewhat at the annual Thanksgiving 
Game victory. 

Seniors Gary Fitch captained the football team; Brian McNamara, 
the cross-country 7 team; Eric Kaplan, the soccer team; Steve O Neil 
and Rich Young, the basketball team; Mark Brenneman, the indoor 
track team; Tom Pallotta, for two years, and Stan Janiak, the 
hockey team; Paul Lindquist, the gymnastics team; Tom Pallotta, 
the baseball team; Alan Linsky and Ted Chapman, both for two 
years, the tennis team; Ron Montgomery and Steve Oldfield, the 
track and field team; and Kevin Whelan, the golf team. 

For the first time since entering Natick High, our victorious 
hockey team qualified for the state hockey tournament and our 
stupendous tennis team qualified for the state tennis tournament 
by the upset victory over Needham High School, breaking their 
winning streak of over fifty matches.
